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Sumpter Township 
board approves $6,500 
custom furniture for 


new board table

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved construction of 
a three-part custom table built by Jeffrey 
Lominac, Sr., and Jeffrey Lomiac, Jr., at a 
cost of $6,500. 

At the board’s work/study session on 
Jan. 8, Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis 
said they want to move the board table 
forward to the first step of the raised 
platform so there is more room behind the 
table, so a chair and desk can be set up for 
commissions with many members and so a 
wheelchair could fit back there, if needed. 

She said the present board table has been iss i a 
in place since the building was built in the ae ane Ed a 
1970s. 

She said Lominac did work on the Ave 
Maria Church, “which is Tom Monaghan’s 
church.” [She did not explain this 
comment, but the Monaghan she referred 
to could have been founder of Domino’s 
Pizza, former owner of the Detroit Tigers, 
and conservative Catholic. ] 

Lominac, Sr., said they would set up shop 
in a building the township will provide and 
build the furniture in three sections. He 
said the polyurethane coating will be very 
strong when it is applied. 

“Tt will outlast everyone in this room,” 
Lominac, Sr. said of his furniture. 

“While I understand the new table is 
budgeted, I would like to wait until after the 
2019-20 public budget workshops, which I 
have proposed and discussed with Finance 
Director [Scott] Holtz,’ said Treasurer 
Ken Bednark. “Instead of piecemeal work 
on the building, I would like to have an 
overall look at the whole thing. 

“We need to take a more holistic approach 
to renovating this 1970s building and I 
propose we develop a Building Capital

Improvement Program to implement 
during the next fiscal year. 

“These chairs are about as old as the 
table,” Bednark said, adding that people 
need to see where all the dollars are going. 
He said the board table is not falling down 
and a capital improvement program would 
cover more things than this table, maybe 
some chairs. 

“T’mnot getting any younger,” complained 
Lominac, Sr. 

Clerk Esther Hurst said the plan was to 
order the chairs after the board table was 
complete. 

Finance Director Holtz said it was his 
idea to update the public area first. 

Lominac said the board can put the three 
pieces in storage when they are building 
their new building and then take it out 
again to use. 

“You're getting a piece of furniture,” 
Lominac, Sr. said. 

Part-time clerk in Treasurer’s Office 

Also on the agenda was a request from 
Bednark to hire a part-time clerical position 
to work in the Treasurer’s Office, not to 
exceed 20 hours per week, no benefits, 
subject to a background check and not to 
exceed $18 an hour. 

After some squabbling, and Bednark 
pushing strongly for help for his 
department, the vote was taken during the 
regular meeting with no votes against the 
move, although some board members did 
not vote at all. 

The discussion began with Supervisor 
John Morgan noting the main source of 
income for the township is derived from 
the landfill, and this amount has gone 
down. Instead of hiring a person just for 
the treasurer’s office, he said they should 
get someone who will be able to work 
in any department and go to the senior 
citizens when needed. 

Director Holtz said they have 1.5 full time 
equivalent positions that are budgeted for 
but not allocated. By not paying anyone, 
they are saving money. 

Bednark said the office of the treasurer is 
the busiest of all the offices in the building 
because ultimately, when they leave one 
of the other offices, they come to the 
treasurer’s office because there is a fee. He 
has bullet-proof glass on his window. 

“Cross training will not work,” Bednark 
said, adding the key to his staff is to have 
enough people for busy times. 

“Prior to the holiday break, I thanked 
Supervisor Morgan for the on-boarding 
assistance his deputy provided and told 
him that her services would no longer be 
needed and she can focus on the duties of 
deputy supervisor. 

“Since that time, Deputy [Vern] Morse 
and I have made great strides, but we are 
under resourced. Jokingly, I have said the 


training-wheels are now off and it is time 
to ride and ride we will. 

“I am building the office of the treasurer 
from the ground up and a part-time clerical 
person would be a substantial benefit. 
Finance Director Holtz indicated in his 
finance report that we can allocate funds 
without increasing the existing budget. 
So, I am asking the board to approve this 
position in accordance with my request,” 
Bednark concluded. 

Trustee Matt Oddy said obviously it’s a 
win if the township can use the existing 
budgeted funds. “But, it’s win-win to use 
staff we already have. I do agree you need 
additional help... In the past the water clerk 
was in the office.” 

Bednark said just he and his deputy 
are running the office. He said the clerk 
directly reported to the water department. 

“If you saw my budget, it’s very 
anemic...” Bednark continued. “We don’t 
need people who are stressed ... I’m not 
in favor of moving people around ... You 
lose accountability... I need this board to 
give me the resources I need ... Unless I 
get proper staffing in there, you can expect 
problems.” 

Oddy said they worked hard with the 
union to make sure employees can cross- 
train and work in different departments. 

“My concern is my department,” Bednark 
said. 

Oddy told Bednark not to interrupt him. 

“T want a stand-alone office,” Bednark 
said. “I will see to it that I have a stand-alone 
office ... We recently hired a new building 
clerk.” He said he is moving Anna back 
and needs another part-time employee. 
“It pays to have reserve capacity. There 
are ebbs and floes in that office ... If you 
question anything I’m telling you, shadow 
me for a week and I'll give you my pay,” 
Bednark said to the trustees.

Oddy said Anna was under the supervisor 
and Supervisor Morgan said, “I wouldn’t 
get in the way.” 

“I didn’t know about Anna,” Oddy said. 

Bednark said in the past, the treasurer’s 
office did have three, full-time people there 
and he saw Deputy Supervisor Armatis 
more in the treasurer’s office than in the 
supervisor’s office. 

“Then, we had an implosion,” Bednark 
said. “I’ve been in office one-and-a-half 
months and I’ve been running it with Vern. 
I have less people than before.” 

“Will this free you up so people can pay 
taxes on line?” asked Trustee Don LaPorte. 

“I’m working on it,” Bednark said. 

Trustee LaPorte said they all are here to 
serve the public. 

“PI get it done. You watch and see,” 
Bednark said. 

Oddy wanted to change the agenda item 
wording to indicate the existing funds will 
be reallocated for the treasurer’s office. 

Clerk Hurst pointed out that the allocated 
funds were for a union employee and this 
new employee will be cheaper because 
there are no benefits. 

In other business at the Jan. 8 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the second reading and 
adoption of opting out of the permitted 
use of Commercial Marihuana Facilities 
in the township to take effect 30 days after 


publication; 
e Approved the annual Wayne County 
resolutions for annual maintenance 


permits, pavement restoration, and special 
events; 

e Approved sending Deputy Treasurer 
Morse to Tax I and Tax II BS&A training 
in a two-day session in February, at a cost 
not to exceed $750. The knowledge gained 
will benefit the office, Bednark said; 

e Approved Guardian alarm security 


updates for the township hall at a cost 
of $1,500, pending final monitoring 
agreement review for five years, as 
requested by Trustee Tim Rush. This was 
not budgeted. Trustee Rush said the system 
installed here goes back 12 years. He said 
the updates would give significant security 
enhancements to the building; 

e Approved a letter of intent to prevent 
automatic renewal of Guardian Alarm 
contracts for six facilities, as requested 
by Trustee Rush. These agreements come 
up for automatic renewal in the first and 
second quarters of 2019. “The money 
we’re paying is way beyond the normal,” 
said Rush, adding Guardian is a good 
company; 

e Approved hiring Kenneth Wayne Toney 
as a full-time police officer, contingent 
upon him successfully passing a physical in 
addition to psychological and drug testing. 
Toney, a long-time resident of Sumpter 
Township is a 26-year veteran of the Van 
Buren Township Police Department and 
will retire from there on Jan. 15. Sumpter 
Public Safety Director/Police Chief Eric 
Luke said he has known Toney for his 
whole career. “Kenneth is very well- 
respected in not only law-enforcement 
circles, but also the community as a 
whole, showing himself to be an excellent 
police officer,’ Chief Luke said. “From 
his interactions with the public, his work 
ethic, his attitude, his experience, and his 
overall demeanor, Kenneth will be a great 
fit for the department and the residents we 
serve.” Toney replaces Jerry Cox, who 
resigned in September. 

e Heard Trustee Oddy ask about the policy 
on overdue water bills and Holtz said they 
could ask Anna to monitor the shutoffs. 
Oddy suggested asking the head of the 
water department to come in and explain 
the policy on shutoffs. Bednark said a lot 
of people have been coming in to pay and 
if the balance gets to $400 in arrears, they 
can’t work with them any more. “We can’t 
just shut them off,’ Bednark said, noting 
a payment policy can be set up. “I agree 
we need to bring the Water Department 
head in here.” Oddy said they should let 
people know what options they have. “We 
have to have a standard procedure that 
applied to everyone,” Oddy said. Trustee 
LaPorte said maybe they could alert them 
to programs for the needy; 

e Heard Treasurer Bednark thank water 
department personnel John Krushlin, 
Randy Lynch, and Mike Petroski, along 
with Brad Wheelock from the building 
department, for their assistance earlier 
that day in moving some very heavy file 
cabinets to make space for a conference 
table and clerical area; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan say $367 
was raised by women in the office to wear 
jeans. The money is used to help people in 
the community;

Public invited to 
sign steel beams at 
new library site 


On Tuesday, at the regular meeting of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
Belleville Area District Library Board 
President Sharon Peters invited the public to 
come sign a steel beam on the new library, 
now under construction in downtown 
Belleville. 

She said they had first thought about having 
elected officials from the tri-communities 
of Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter, but 
then decided it’s the people’s building and 
everyone should be able to sign it. 

She said the ceremonial signings will be 
at 11:30 a.m. Saturday, Jan. 26, before the 
12:30 p.m. annual meeting of the Friends of 
the Library. Peters said people will have to 
wear hard hats to step into the construction 
zone and will have to use a special pen. The 
steel columns specified are those near the 
new entrance. 

Peters came to the VBT regular meeting 
to personally thank the board members for 
their personal donations to the library — 
exactly $1,007.16 from their pockets. No 
taxpayer money involved. 

She said VBT will be acknowledged on 
the new library’s donor wall. The donor wall 
will be prominent in the new library forever. 
The signing of the beams will be covered up 
by construction, she said. 

Peters said she hopes the donations from 
VBT officials will inspire other officials to 
donate to the library, as well. The goal was 
to raise $400,000 and they’ ve got $300,000 
so far.

A woman and man had filed for a variance 
from the Van Buren Township Board of 
Zoning Appeals in December, then put off 
the hearing on their request until January 
because the BZA had just a bare quorum at 
the December meeting and all four members 
present would have had to agree.

On Jan. 2 they withdrew their request 
for a variance, with the understanding they 
could request a variance in the future, if they 
chose. I hope they got someone to help with 
the care of the horses. 

I’ve been told that Marc Abdilla, a cross- 
trained police officer/fire fighter for the Van 
Buren Township Public Safety Department, 
went back to work the next day after he was 
hurt in the accident with the Huron Valley 
Ambulance unit at Haggerty/Ecorse roads.

A fellow police 
officer said, “You just can’t keep Marc 
down.” 

It’s kind of a mystery to me. A few weeks 
ago I heard a call for the Sumpter Fire 
Department that said a man on Willis Road 
had three Q-Tips stuck up his nose. The fire 
department arrived, but couldn’t see the 
Q-Tips, since they were either too far up his 
nasal passage — or not there at all. The man 
was taken by ambulance to the hospital and 
I don’t know the end of the story.

Last year we tried to add the 
34" District Court to the list, as requested 
by a reader, but we were told in no uncertain 
terms they aren’t covered by FOIA. 

The salaries that will be coming up in the 
next few weeks are: Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, City of Belleville, 
Belleville Area District Library, Van Buren 
Public Schools, and Keystone Charter 
Academy. 

At last week’s meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board, the lady behind 
me in the audience said she had been by the 
34" District Court building construction and 
the court is ahead of the library, as far as 
construction goes. “They’re beating us,” she 
said. 

The library broke ground on April 14, 
2018 and the court broke ground on April 
23, 2018. Both projects had delays, but now 
both seem to be moving right along. 

On Dec. 23 there was an emergency 
dispatch call to Van Buren Township police 
for an assault & battery on Victoria St. 
It turns out the victim was an infant in its 
mother’s arms that had a fractured skull. 
And, we’re told, the man who allegedly did 
it took off. 

Police have been looking for him ever 
since, with the help of other police agencies. 


Hope they find him and I can see him 
prosecuted at 34" District Court. 

I got a call from a 34" District Court 
defendant who wanted me to stop publishing 
his name. I told him since he was bound 
over to circuit court 
for trial that I probably 
wouldn’t have reason to 
write about him again.

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More than 200 attend BHS presentation on depression, suicide

More than 200 people attended the Jan. 
10 presentation on depression and suicide 
in the Belleville High School Auditorium. 

The event featured Jeff Olson, who spoke 
without notes for about a half hour before 
the documentary film on depression and 
the suicide of his son Daniel. 

After the film he spoke for another 15 
minutes, urging people to, “Be kind to 
everyone because you don’t know what 
people are suffering.” 

The presentation was set up by high 
school counselors after a series of 
suicides by students and members of the 
community. Hopefully, this would start a 
public conversation on the issue. 

Olson spent Thursday morning with 
students at McBride Middle School and 
was scheduled to be at the high school with 
students on Friday. 

Present in the audience Thursday night 
were the professionals Michael Berens and 
Kammi-Young Berens who created the 
documentary film. 

Olson said the film was made because 
they wanted people to know there is hope. 
He said depression is medical illness that is 
treatable. He said it is a defect in the brain 
and things are not connecting. Negative 
thoughts go around and around in your 
brain. The person is unable to be happy. 

He urged people who are suffering 
depression to ask for help and tell their 
feelings. He said doctors can give sleeping 
pills to help rest the brain. Sometimes 
counseling helps. 

He said his son Daniel committed suicide 
July 19, 2012 after doctors told his parents 
that nothing was working and his suffering 
was increasing. They warned the parents to 
prepare themselves for the inevitable. But 
the family kept trying to keep him alive. 

Daniel’s mother said she and Jeff did 
everything they could, but it didn’t work 
out as they had hoped. 

“I’m Daniel’s voice,” said Jeff. “And, P’ m 
telling you it’s treatable.” 

The film tells the story of Daniel’s 
football dream of winning the state title for 
his father Jeff, the Ishpeming High School 
football coach. They got to Ford Field in 
2010, but lost to Hudson. 

Two years later, after Daniel’s death, 
Ishpeming won the state title over Detroit 
Loyola. The team did it for their coach, but 
also for Daniel and Derreck, another 2010 
team member who had died. 

Olson said his team won another state 
title in 2015. 

Olson said anxiety and depression are an 
epidemic these days and people feel alone 
and afraid. 

“One in four people will suffer from one 
sort of mental illness during their lifetime,” 
he said. 

Olson recalled talking to his son, who was 
an accomplished athlete liked by everyone, 
about all the positive things in his life and 
what he had accomplished. 

“Tf everything’s so great, why do I feel 


like this?” Olson said Daniel replied. 
Daniel first noticed his depression in the 
sixth grade and fought it by himself for five 
years. In his junior year he was suicidal 
and he asked for help. They took him to 
the doctor who told them it was a very 
common medical illness that was treatable. 
Three months later was his first suicide 
attempt, which left him in the hospital for 
three or four days. Olson said he and his 
wife didn’t tell anyone about the depression 
or the suicide. A year later, he had four 
days in the psychiatric ward after trying to 
kill himself. Then, he killed himself. 
Olson said while he and his wife were 
deciding what to put in the obituary, they 
decided, absolutely, they were going to tell 
people what happened and try to educate 
people. 
He said there are no blood tests, x-rays, or 
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high temperatures with which to diagnose 
depression, which is treatable through 
several techniques and patience is required. 
For the past two years he has been giving 
the presentations to educate people and he 
wants to take the story to every high school 
in the country. He said he has received 
feedback from young people who tell him 
that they know he understands what they 
are going through. Some have said the 

presentation saved their lives. 
He said had they talked about it 
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earlier, Daniel would have said, “I have 
depression,” and get help. “I don’t have to 
feel ashamed.” 

Olson invited the public to go on Do It 
for Daniel on You Tube, where people tell 
how the presentation helped them, and 
the doitfordaniel.com web site for more 
information.

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District Library Board reelects Sharon Peters as chairman of the board

At the Jan. 8 meeting of the Belleville Area 
District Library Board, board members 
reelected Sharon Peters as chairman for 
another year. 

Mary Jane Dawson was reelected vice- 
chairman. Alma Hughes Grubs was elected 
secretary and Joy Cichewicz elected 
treasurer. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott swore 
in the four members who were elected 
Nov. 6: Peters, Dawson, Linda Priest, and 
Barbara Gates. 

Chairwoman Peters said she has been 
consulting with board members and she 
will make her committee assignments at 
the next meeting. 

Building Committee Report 

Cichewicz reported library representatives 
had a conversation with Sumpter Township 
representatives about renovations of the 
hexagon building to make way for the 
district library’s new facility in Sumpter. 

They were finding it difficult to move 
forward on plans because Sumpter was 
using their library funds in escrow for 
outside improvements and the library was 
using its funds for inside improvements. 
The library was having overruns. 
Sometimes the work overlapped. 

“They have volunteered to combine the 
funds and improve who is working on 
the project,” Cichewicz said. “They will 
use Dan’s drawings as a template,” she 
said referring to library architect Daniel 
Whisler. 

She said they had tradesmen and the 
library had tradesmen and it was too 
complicated. 

Cichewicz said Sumpter will use the 
architect from Hennessey Engineers, Ray 
Parker. 

“They wanted to use lower quality 
materials to keep the costs down,” 
Cichewicz said. 

Board member John Juriga said he agreed 
that two architects and two attorneys 
working on that project was too much. 

“The district library agreement said they 
would provide the building,’ Cichewicz 
said. “It’s their building and they will 
actually own it and it made more sense for 
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them to do it,” Cichewicz said. 

Board member Dawson pointed out the 
steel was up on the construction of the new 
library next door to the old library and 
Peters said she has been told the rest of the 
steel will be up by the end of January. 

Juriga said he hired a drone for last 
Monday or Tuesday, but it was too windy 
for it to go up to take pictures of the 
construction. 

“We’ll only do this once,” he said, adding, 
“He’ll come back when it’s not windy.” 

2017-18 Audit 

Ron Traskos presented the 2017-18 audit 
prepared by Alan C. Young & Associates 
for the fiscal year that ended June 30, 2018. 
Traskos said the positive audit showed a 
“very solid” financial situation. 

The audit includes the general operating 
fund, the construction fund, and the debt 
service fund. He said while the construction 
fund will go away once the building is 
complete, the debt service fund will go on 
for 18.5 years to complete paying off the 
$13 million in bonds. Bond payments are 
in May and November. 

Peters thanked Library Director Mary Jo 
Suchy for the fiduciary responsibility she 
has shown so they could be good stewards 
of the taxpayers’ dollars. 

Fund Development Committee 

Peters said between Dec. 11 and that day 
they have seen significant increases paid 
on pledges for the library. 

The largest donation was just before 
Christmas, she said, noting the Atchinson 
Family donated $85,000 to name a room 
the Atchinson Family Atrium near the front 
door of the new library. In addition, a flag 
pole will be named for Todd Atchinson, 
who died in November, making a total 
donation of $92,500. 

Peters said retired Library Director 
Debbie Green has donated $5,000 to get 
her two grandchildren’s names on planters, 
along with the name of Mary Jo Suchy also 
on a planter. Green said Suchy wouldn’t 
put her own name on anything, so she’s 
doing it. The planters are $1,500 each and 
the extra $500 is toward the Jahr Memorial. 

The grandchildren to be on the planters 
are Matthew Edison Cabrera and Sofia 
Elise Holland Cabrera. 

“Our total is over $300,000,” Peters said 
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of the community donations for library 
amenities. 

She said when the library went over 
budget, people stepped up to help and she 
believes it’s because of the quality of the 
library services. 

“T ve tried to raise money before and this 
is better,” she said of the willing library 
supporters. 

She said people who donate before the 
cornerstone is laid in either May or June 
will become charter donors to the library 
and have their names in the cornerstone. 
She said many more people donated to 
the library that were not discussed that 
evening. 

Library Director’s Report 

Director Suchy reported that she, too, 
was very grateful for all the donations, 
including $6,000 pledged by Board 
President Sharon Peters and her husband 
Melvin Peters for two of the early literacy 
computer stations in the children’s room. 
Also Board Member John Juriga and his 
wife Debbie Juriga pledged $5,000 to the 
new library. The Friends of the Library 


pledged $25,000 for the Children’s Garden 
Area. 

Suchy also said she and her staff had 
a conference call with Envisionware on 
Jan. 2 and placed the initial RFID/Self- 
Check order on Jan. 4. She said they are 
still deliberating on the installation of an 
automated materials handling system. 
Architect Whisler confirmed that he could 
make changes to the building’s design now 
that would make it easier to incorporate an 
AMH system in the future. 

Suchy said circulation supervisor 
Michelle Wloch has expressed great 
interest in the improved staff ergonomics 
that an AMH system would provide. She 
said they plan to take some field trips to 
other libraries that use this technology, 
including the Commerce Library. 

The AMH system checks in and sorts 
materials and the books do not even have 
to be opened. Suchy said they expect to 
have 350,000 books in the new library. It 
was stated some library workers get carpal

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Michael Dotson reelected chairman 
of the Van Buren Township LDFA

Michael Dotson, manager of the Wayne 
County Community College Ted Scott 
Campus in Van Buren Township, was 
reelected chairman of the VBT Local 
Development Finance Authority at its 
regular meeting Jan. 8. 

Doug Peters, retired attorney and artist, was 
reelected vice-chairman and John Delaney 
was reelected corresponding secretary. 

After Chuck Covington made a motion to 
reelect the whole slate, Peters said the slate 
was all male and maybe they should put a 
female on the slate. 

Shareen Barker, financial director for the 
Van Buren Public Schools, is the only female 
on the LDFA and she declined, saying she 
had a lot going on right now. 

The board members then reelected the 
former board one by one. 

Ron Akers, director of the VBT planning 
and economic development department, 
presented the 2018 Synopsis of Activities 
of the LDFA, as required by Public Act 
57 of 2018, the Recodified Tax Increment 
Financing Act. 

Akers wrote: “The original purpose of 
the Local Development Finance Authority 
(LDFA) was to finance and construct eligible 
public improvements for the Visteon Village 
project which was completed in 2004.” 

He explained how the LDFA established 
a development plan and tax increment 
financing plan which identified the 
improvements, estimated the costs of the 
improvements and estimated the amount of 
tax revenue the authority would captured 
based on the proposed improvements. 

In order to finance the construction of 
the public improvements, the LDFA issued 
bonds to cover the costs of the improvements 
and those bonds were guaranteed by the 
township’s ability to tax. 

These public improvements have been 
completed and the primary focus of the 
LDFA at this time is the payment of the 
debt obligations as a result of those public 
improvements. 

The tax increment financing plan 
overestimated the amount of tax revenue 
which would be captured by the LDFA 


and due to this there is a projected shortfall 
which will occur in 2019. 

The Synopsis is required to be put on the 
LDFA part of the township website after 
approval. 

Peters noted there was no mention of the 
litigation against Visteon over the shortfall 
and Akers said he didn’t feel that was a part 
of the LDFA activities since the township 
is suing. 

Peters asked him to add to the Synopsis that 
the LDFA continued to support township 
litigation against Visteon. Akers said he 
would add that sentence, send the amended 
Synopsis to Chairman Dotson for approval, 
and then put it on the website as required. 

Also required by the new state law are 
public information meetings. The LDFA 
will hold its first Public Information Meeting 
during the next regular LDFA meeting at 2 
p.m., March 12. 

After some discussion, Dotson directed 
Akers to investigate best practices on how 
other LDFAs handle absences and what 
makes an absence unexcused. Also, how 
many absences should there be before a 
member is removed from the LDFA. 

When the VBT LDFA went from one 
meeting a month to a meeting every other 
month, the number of maximum absences 
allowed remained at three. Since there are 
Six Meetings a year now, if you missed three 
that is 50%, Delaney pointed out. 

Delaney said one unnamed individual 
LDFA member has missed three meetings 
and has yet to be sworn in. 

Peters said adjusting the attendance 
requirements would help the LDFA avoid 
the quorum problems it has had. 

“Non feasance” is the official term for 
excessive absences, Akers said. 

Peters said maybe they should just call 
this person and find out if he wants to be 
removed. 

Covington said he is negotiating with the 
Teamsters for his transportation firm and 
he knows you can’t be making rules for an 
individual. 

Dotson said they will bring back the 
information to the next meeting and possibly 
pass a motion to change the bylaws.

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Court Watching: 
Stickler bound over 


for domestic violence, 
unlawful imprisonment

Steven Cole Stickler, 39, held his 
preliminary exam before 34" District 
Court Judge Brian A. Oakley on Jan. 9 
on a charge of domestic violence on his 
pregnant girlfriend. 

The incident was Nov. 27 on Freedoms 
Way in Presidential Estates, Van Buren 
Township. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Ola 
Faraj and court-appointed defense attorney 
Mark Magidson both stipulated that 
Stickler had been convicted twice before 
on domestic violence charges. Prosecutor 
Faraj said if he is convicted of this charge, 
it would make his third offense. 

At the end of the exam, Prosecutor Faraj 
said she had a felony charge of unlawful 
imprisonment she would like to add to the 
domestic violence charge because Stickler 
dragged the victim back into the home 
when she was trying to escape. 

Magidson objected to the amendment, 
charging the woman was using the judicial 
system to avenge an unfaithful boyfriend. 
He pointed out she didn’t mention any of 
the dragging in the police statement she 
wrote after the incident. 

Magidson said, “These people need 
counseling,” not a criminal case. 

Judge Oakley said for him to refuse to 
bind over Stickler on the domestic violence 
charge he would have to find the witness 
completely non-credible, and, “I don’t.” 

He bound Stickler over to circuit 
court for a Jan. 23 arraignment on the 
information. He then said the amendment 
to add “unlawful imprisonment” was 
appropriate, so it was added to his charge. 
The unlawful imprisonment charge could 
bring a sentence of up to 15 years and up to 
a $20,000 fine if he is found guilty. 

The only witness brought to the stand 
was Tiffany Hurd who said Stickler had 
been living in her manufactured home with 
her since August 2016 and they were in a 
dating relationship. 

Hurd testified that she is pregnant

now and was pregnant at the time of the 
incident. She said the day before the 
incident, she felt sick and went to St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital. She said she got 
sick from a resident where she works with 
senior citizens. 

She testified that the next day he tried to 
start a fight with her and brought up things. 
She said she told him she was sick and 
pregnant, but he was aggressive with her 
and was man-handling her and put his hand 
over her mouth. 

She said she went to the kitchen to eat 
and he grabbed her by her pony tail and 
threw her on the bed. She testified he got 
on top of her and threatened to punch her 
teeth down her throat. 

Hurd said he finally stopped and she 
was going to run out the back door to the 
carport and he grabbed her pony tail and 
threw her down on the belt. He saw a belt 
on the floor and threatened her with it. 

She said she pushed out the screen in the 
window next to her bed and crawled out 
the window. She said he tried to grab her. 

Hurd testified she was going to go to 
the neighbors two doors down to use their 
phone, but they weren’t home. She said she 
was barefooted. 

She said she saw Stickler in his Ranger 
and he tried to get her in the Ranger and 
was dangling the keys to her car before her. 
She said she went home and, although he 
had taken her phone from her earlier, he 
left the phone on the kitchen counter and 
she phoned Van Buren Township police. 

Hurd testified she was scared. 

Under cross examination, Hurd testified 
they were in anexclusive dating relationship 
and it was a planned pregnancy. She said 
she did suspect him of having another 
girlfriend and she was hurt. She said she is 
a parent and Stickler had no children. 

She said she wrote out a statement for 
police and left out the parts about pulling 
her around by her ponytail and being 
threatened by the belt because she was 
stressed and confused. 

Magidson said Stickler moved to a 
different location, 20 or 30 miles away, and 
Hurd went there and left something so he 
knew she was there. She said that was not 
true and she made no effort to contact him. 

She said before he knew there was a

warrant out for him, he called her to say 
he was at her residence and she called Van 
Buren police who picked him up there on 
the warrant. 

Magidson then announced his client 
has just told him he has screen shots on 
messages from her, but they were out in his 
car. Judge Oakley paused the proceedings 
until Stickler could go get the screen shots. 


The attorney read messages reportedly 
from Hurd and she said she didn’t send 
them. He asked her phone number and 
when she gave it, it wasn’t the same as the 
one on the messages. 

Magidson said Hurd’s picture was on the 
messages and Hurd said she posts pictures 
on social media and someone could get 
pictures there. 

“Could I remind you that this is a 
probable cause conference, not a trial,” 
Judge Oakley said.

That’s when Prosecutor Faraj amended 
the charges to include a second charge and 
asked Judge Oakley to bind Stickler over 
for trial. 

Chelsea Rae Dennis 

Chelsea Rae Dennis, 27, was due for 
her preliminary exam on two charges of 
possession of narcotics on April 15 in the 
City of Belleville. Her retained attorney 
Wade Fink had asked for a representative 
of the laboratory that did the tests to be 
present at the exam. Three weeks ago 
he had said having the person there by 
video would be all right, so the case was 
adjourned so the prosecutor could make 
arrangements with the lab. 

Judge Oakley was told the prosecutor 
is waiting for a call back from the lab 
and Oakley said that’s probably because 
they didn’t call until that morning. Judge 
Oakley announced he was calling the case 
at 10 a.m. 

At two minutes before 10, Fink called 
into the courtroom asking for two more 
minutes. 

When he returned, he had a plea deal 
for his client. Dennis pled guilty to a new 
count of use of cocaine, a misdemeanor, 
and the felony charges were dropped. 

Fink said this would resolve all the 
charges that are filed on this incident. 
She said on April 15 she was stopped in 
Belleville and she was in possession of a 
controlled substance. 

When Judge Oakley questioned her to 
prepare for the proper sentence, she said 
she works at the Flight Club bar and as 
soon as her youngest child is in school — 
her children are four and six -- she wants 
to go to cosmetology school. The man that 
wasn’t good for her is no longer in her life. 

Her attorney said she asked the Belleville 
police to let her walk in for the charge 
and she didn’t know there was a warrant 
out. She held onto the steering wheel 
because she was scared. That’s when they 
reportedly forced her from the car. She said 
she has been clean of drugs since April. 

Judge Oakley suggested she talk to

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nails for years to find out how hard it is to 
stand for long periods of time. He said she 
has to get out of the bar job. 

She said she was offered an office job at a 
car dealership and Judge Oakley suggested 
she take it as soon as possible. 

He sentenced her to 12 months of non- 
reporting probation, to get a non-bar job 
within two weeks, 30 hours of community 
service by April 1, and a fine of $445. 

Denise Lynne Lewis 

Denise Lynne Lewis, 35, was due for 
her preliminary exam on a charge of 
embezzlement by an agent or trustee of 
between $1,000 and $20,000 on Aug. 30 in 
Van Buren Township. 

Her retained attorney Michael Vincent 
announced a plea deal that had his client 
pleading no contest to a misdemeanor of 
embezzlement between $200 and $1,000. 

She presented a certified check for $5,000 
in full restitution to Kristin Therrian, asset 
protection assistant store manager of the 
Belleville Walmart. 

Vincent said his client was pleading no 
contest because of any civil liability. 

Vincent said this is her first offense and 
she is a nice lady and very remorseful. He 
said she is a candidate for probation and no 
drugs or alcohol were involved. 

Judge Oakley asked if she had difficulties 
last summer and Vincent said he didn’t 
know. Lewis was reluctant to explain. She 
whispered to attorney Vincent and Vincent 
went up to the judge’s bench for a private 
sidebar discussion with the prosecutor. 

Judge Oakley said he has the factual 
background and Lewis is working, has 
children, and never has been in trouble 
before. She now has a better support 
system than she had last summer. 

“This has made an imprint on her soul, 
a big imprint,’ Vincent said, as Lewis 
wept. Vincent said her husband is in the 
courtroom in support. 

“She felt more weight on her shoulders 
and tried to carry it herself?” Judge Oakley 
asked and Lewis’ husband and the man 
next to him nodded. 

“Shame on you,” Judge Oakley said to 
them. 

When Judge Oakley asked, she said her 
children were ages five and three. 

Judge Oakley sentenced her to 12 months 
of non-reporting probation, 20 hours of 
community service, and a fine of $365, 
which she said she would pay immediately.

head of LARA [Department of Licensing 
and Regulatory Affairs], Orlene Hawks, 
whose husband is a lobbyist for cannibis.

Young said the 
township agreed to a fast-track agreement 
in 1991 for payment for what is dumped. 
“Over the last decades disposal amounts 
have gone up and down. After Soave sold, 
the disposals went down. After another 
sale, the payments were up. In the past the 
amounts have been from $1.2 million to 
$3.5 million. There are no negotiations on 
this, except for minor adjustments.” He said 
what is under negotiation is the collection 
contract, which is being changed because 
of the merger of Allied and Republic. He 
said he has been told the week of Jan. 7 he 
will have a response to his redlined contract 
response. LaPorte said some of the elected 
officials have been asking Young about the 
progress, as well. Slaughter said she turned 
on the government access channel earlier 
that day and there was nothing there. She 
said they used to at least have a logo in the 
past. Slaughter said the amount of money 
spent in November was supposed to put it 
on the air and it’s January now. She said 
it was supposed to be on in August. She 
said there was $30,000 and then another 
$32,000 allocated for this system, “that 
somewhere included furniture” and it’s 
still not up and running properly. “I don’t 
care who gets angry at me ... I have a right 
to ask any question.
